the developers will claim it s 
worth $10.(HK) an acre, and 
city officials will brag about 
how the land will be worth 
$16,000 to $25,000 per acre.

Several Strikes 


Affect Nation 


Bv United Press International 
Strikes today had nearly lOO.(HX) teachers, coal miners, 
airline employes and shipyard workers out of work. Class­ 
rooms for nearly a million children were closed or staffed by 
substitute teachers. 
Hollywood w as about to be shut down by the first m ajor 
strike at the television and movie capital in 29 years. 
Teachers strikes in 11 states have blocked the beginning of 
the new school year for 955.800 students, according to a UPI 
survey. 
The m ajor school walkout. w’hich has kept 530,000 ( hicago 
students home, was in its third day. New teacher walkouts 
were reported Thursday in M assachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Illinois and Ohio. 
Los Angeles teachers tentatively agreed to a new contract, 
but 20.(HH) teachers in New York City m arched over the 
Brooklyn Bridge in the afternoon rush hour to show they are 
willing to strike next week to get their contract dem ands 
In West Virginia, the month-old wildcat coal m iners strike 
took a turn for the worse. 
A back-to-work trend that began after Labor Day was 
reversed by diehard strikers who resum ed picketing Thurs 
day and shut down mines that had reopened. The num ber ot 
miners out increased by 50 per cent, to 30,000 men. 
United Mine Workers President Arnold Miller flew to the 
coal belt to confer wUh local union officials. Contempt-of 
court fines against '.he union for not stopping the walkout 
have risen to $1 million. 
In Hollywood, craft union officials were setting a date for a 
strike bv 18.(HH) technicians
